REDDING, Dec. 27—Mt. Lassén, 
Amepica’s only active volcano, ¢mif- 
ted today the most stupendous erup- 
tion since its awakening in 1914. 

Heavy ashen clouds began pouring 
out of the great crater at 1 p. m. 
and continued belching forth with 
steadily increasing volume until 4 
p. m. when it stopped. 

A light northeast wind carried the 
smoke south and a little west. 
streaking the sky and dropping black 
ashes on the snowy mantle for 
many miles. 

Today's eruption lasted two and 
one-half hours longer than any pre- 
viously recorded eruption. The great 
eruption that sent rocks showering 
the hillsides for miles: qway in 1915 
lasted only thirty . minutes.

THE Bree clouds did not pare 


a@ great height, but it hung in clear- 
ly defined clouds for hours after- 
-ward. The day was _ sufficiently 
clear for residents in all directioas 
to witness the spectacle. 


Even the ebony ash which dropped 
from the smoke and obliterated tle 


snow could be seen from far dis- 
tant points to the south and west. 

Mt.. Lassen has been comparativa- 
ly quiet for several years, yet never 
entirely dormant. The last of these 
minor eruptions was observed twa 
weeks ago. 

It is believed by most of the resi- 
dents here that the newest eruption 
came out of what is known as the 


new crater. This crater, near the 
summit, ig roughly 25 feet wide and 


50 feet long with deep fissures 
spreading out in all directions. Las- 
sen peak lifts up to an elevation of 
10,437 feet.
